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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tlie fee set fortli in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 14, 2008 has been entered. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings were received on May 14, 2008. These drawings are approved. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1-3, 5, 11-13, 15, 17,19, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bellamy, Jr. et al. (US 3,904,059) in view of Hempel et al. (US 4,678,753). 

Bellamy, Jr. discloses a container (16) and a closure comprising a sealing layer (24) and 
stopper (12) further having a flange (20) for sealing the container opening. Bellamy, Jr. is silent 
regarding the sealing layer being mounted in the closure, co-acting screw threads on the cap 
and container, and a ring having at least one projection on thereon for lifting the sealing disc 
from the container neck upon opening. 

Hempel teaches a container of plastic material (col. 5, lines 44-46) and having a closure 
and ring (a lower portion of 9) for holding the closure to the container. The lower portion can be 
grasped and turned to remove the closure member (the upper portion of 9). A stopper having a 
hat, or disc, (8) for sealing the container is also seen in Fig. 2 is positioned in the cap (see col. 
3, lines 30-32). The unnumbered portion to the left of reference character 12 in figure 2 is seen 
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a projection having an upward extension and capable of removing the disc 8 as the closure is 
removed from the container. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to apply the teaching of co-acting screw threads to the container of Bellamy, Jr. and to 
provide the screw threaded two part closure of Hempel to the container of Bellamy, Jr. Doing 
so would provide a container with a closure which can be easily removed and replaced on the 
container and having at least one projection for more easily removing the sealing layer from the 
plug for obtaining the contents within the container. 

With respect to claims 15 and 17, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to form the singular projection of Hempel as a 
plurality of projections and used for Bellamy, Jr., since it has been held that mere duplication of 
the essential working parts of a device involves only routine skill in the art. St. Regis Paper Co. 
V. Bemis Co., 193 USPQ 8. Doing so in the instant case would have been a substitution of a 
known element for another to obtain predictable results and save on material to form the 
closure. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 4, 14, 16, and 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

7. Applicant is duly reminded that a complete response must satisfy the requirements of 37
